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From the Doda bridge to the Seta River, the road runs parallel to the Brin 
River, following the western banka at a maximum distance of approximately 
500 meters* Bven along this portion of the road it follows the trail of 
old paths or mule tracks; at .Point 509 it passes the Krajesulii i Bar dees 
region, and crosses the Seta River by a metal bridge, % bale sir a cinrolo ,f ; 
the bridge is 18 meters long, 5*40 meters wide, wooden surface, G meters 
in height. The do struct ion of this bridge would close up this road only 
during the rainy season, at any other time the Seta River, in the immediate 
vicinity of the bridge, is easily fordable oven by heavy objects* To the 
South of the rivor # the military road follows the mule track which runs 
along the northern periphery of Arrasi $ and, following the first hil^y lines 
to the west of the Brin, reaches the MUhuri region • It then crosses the 
Brin on a metallic bridge, °a bales tra tipo f doppio singolc, * fl it has a 
length of 96 me tors, width 3*40 meters, wooden surface, and a height of 
9 meters from the water level « Ihe destruction of this bridge would make 
it extremely difficult to cross the Brin River, which, oven in the dry

From the liuhuri bridge the road reaches peshkoj^ crossing through the 
Broadhaa village* 

The military road discussed above lias an average width of 5 meters* The 
road, hcwovojj widens at frequent; intervals to permit two-way traffics 
this of course takes more time* Along the entire road there is a cover 
of solid gravel of approximately 20 centimeters in thickness* Repair 
v/ork was completed recently and only in tho Boda bridge— PeshkOp portion 
Of the road, during tho rainy season, have there been breaks in the road 
due to the clayey nature of the terrain^ 

Berat-Cerevode Military Road : 

Beginning to the east of Berat, the military road is constructedj for the 
first lap, along the terrain of the formerly existing secondary road which 
passes through tfenova, to the north of the Osumi River, whore it joins 
with the mule track which starts at ?odica, and follows that mule track 
until it reaches K uX a Delos* Hie road then follows along the path of the 
cart-road passing through Vertopi, and, hugging tho north-east banks of the 
Ooumi R&var, trends away from the old roadway to touch upon the villages 
of Bargullas and Boval; following the trail of the old Sir ok and Bobrushs 
mule track* it reaches Cerevode 

The military read follows an almost level path until it reaches Vertopi; 
from this location to Cerevode it outs through the hills, and is in a 
clayey terrain* For this reason* during the rainy season it is subject 
to landslides and blocking* 

The road, which has a gravel surface of 80 centimeters, is 5*05 meters in 
length; the limited number of crossing points permits only two columns of 
motor vehicles along the entire length of the road (see Attachment 
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
